Frank Follwell, former par- 
liamentarian, one-time mayor of 
Belleville, leading city realtor, 
active in community affairs and 
familiar personality in the riding 
of Hastings won the Liberal party 
nomination at a nominating con- 
vention held last Wednesday night 
at Centennial Secondary School, 

The open convention, which 
drew about 700, (382 of them 
registered voters), was the first 
of its kind in Belleville-linked 
constituencies, It extended voting 
rights to anyone registered as a 
party member three days before 
the nominations. i 

Mr, Follwell, 62, was mayorof 
Belleville during 1945.47, In 
1949 he first won the old Hastings 
South riding to become member 
of Parliament, retaining his seat 
in 1953, He was defeated in 1957 
by Progressive Conservative Lee 
Grills, who is now retiringas MP 
for Hastings. Married with two 
children, he is currently presi. 
dent of the city’s Chamber of 
Commerce, 

In his speech seeking the nom- 
ination, Mr, Follwell said the 
Liberal party now has the ‘*best 
opportunity’’ for winning Hast. 
ings in some time, 

“If Frank Follwell is MP, 
this riding will not be neglected, 
It will get its fair share of every 
opportunity to share in the great 
prosperity of Canada,” he said, 

Contender for the nomination 
of the party was Dr, John Hartt, 
46, once a critic of federal Lib. 
eralism from Conservative plat. 
form, At the meeting, Dr, Hartt 
publicly proclaimed disenchant- 
ment with his former party, 

Dr. Hartt was the only one of 
three nominees proposed to the 
convention to contest the Follwell 
nomination, 

Dr, Lionel Dockrill, another 
city physician and a one-time 
Conservative who defected to 
Liberalism in 1965, and Belle.

Follwell wins Hastings 
nomination, two ridings 
y contests 


Special guest speaker to the 
nomination convention was Bar- 
ney Danson, MP York North and 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s par- 
liamentary assistant, 

Mr, Danson said, ‘We've come 
through and we’ve come through 
strong .... because we have lead- 
ership which is strong,’’ ‘‘We’ve 
had a prime minister who has 
the guts to make decisions .... to 
do things which are sometimes 
unpopular, but always necessary; 
the sort of leadership we’ve been 
looking for in this country for a 
long time,’’ 

Follwell’s nomination Wednes- 
day night rounds off the Oct, 30 
election lineup in Hastings, put- 
ting him against former Belle- 
ville mayor Jack Ellis, Conser- 
vative candidate and Bancroft 
fuel distributor Eldridge Breth- 
our, New Democratic Party con- 
testant, 


Election talk was part of the 
agenda at this week’s council 
meeting, but most of it pertained 
to the new regulations governing 
nominations and elections this 
year, Only councillor Fred 
Brandt intimated he will be step- 
ping down from municipal life 
December 31. When the dis- 
cussion came up about how to be 
nominated for next year, he com. 
mented ‘Well I don’t need to 
worry about that, because I’m 
finished,’’ 

For no known reason, at least 
locally, the Province of Ontario 
has greatly altered the election 
proceedures this year. Gone are 
the old ratepayers’ meetings, 
where the retiring councillors 
and other elected officials were 
required to give an accounting of 
their stewardship, At that time, 
nominations were received, and 
the nominees had up to 24 hours 
to decline or stand, or in some 
cases, determine which office 
they wished to contest, if nomin- 
ated for more than one, 


Police 
Issue 


Shelved 


If there is to be local police 
protection, it will be up to the 
next council to decide, was the 
result of a discussion of the 
matter Monday night at the reg- 
ular council meeting, 

Councillor Ed Klompmaker 
told council he had received 
numerous complaints from res- 
idents, especially about the noise 
situations late at night and early 
in the mornings, particularly on 
weekends, } 

He asked if information could 
be obtained about possibly re- 
verting to the use of village 
police instead of the present sys- 
tem, whereby the OP P must be 
called from Belleville, if any- 
thing other than local bylaw in- 
fractions is involved, 

On that issue, the general con- 
census was thata minimum oftwo 
men would be required, which 
would probably cost about 
$10,000 each, and in addition 
there would be purchase of a car 
and maintenance costs on that 
alone, 

It was also pointed out that 
other local communities such as 
Madoc and Campbellford, which 
have OPP detachments in their 
own area, have no better situa- 
tion than Stirling, Even if there 
were police here, it would not 
necessarily follow that the situa- 
tion would be cured or improved, 


First Sign of Activity 


If it were not for the reports 
of the national leaders and a few 
of the more prominent politicians 
in the major parties, it would be 
hard to know there is an election 
campaign in progress, It seems 
hard to believe that half the time 
has passed between the vote and 
voting day, Monday, October 30. 

The first principal step in the 
campaign was the nomination of 
candidates and the slate in the 
two ridings which are in Stir- 
ling’s area are now complete, 

In Prince Edward-Hastings, of 
which Stirling is a part, Pro- 
gressive Conservative incumbent 
MP and former trade minister 
George Hees is contesting his 
seat against Liberal standard- 
bearer George Cunningham of 
Ameliasburg and Richard Lunn, 
who lives at Hillier and is rep- 
resenting the ND P, 

The riding of Hastings, which 
lies east of here, finds a three- 
way battle also, Lee Grills, the 
Progressive Conservative mem- 
ber for the past several years, 
decided to step down, Former 
Belleville Mayor Jack Ellis has 
taken on the task of retaining the 
seat for the PCs, while the 
Liberals nominated another for. 
mer Belleville mayor and also a 
former MP, Frank Follwell to 
contest him along with the NDP’s 
Eldridge Brethour from Ban-

Letter to the editor 


The Editor, 
Stirling News-Argus: 


I am writing in reply toa letter 
in a recent issue of your paper in 
which the writer expressed con- 
cern about the condition of an 
old cemetery on Highway 62, As 
the location was very well pin- 
pointed, the letter was quite ob- 
viously referring to the old White 
Lake Cemetery which is owned 
by the United Church of Canada 
and held in trust by Bethesda 
United Church, 

This cemetery was first used 
about the year 1860, the land 
having been donated by the owner 
of the farm on which itis located, 
There never was any charge 
whatsoever made for the plots 
and they were available to anyone 
who wished to use them, 

In 1914 a new cemetery was 
opened a little further north along 
the highway, This was set up on 
a sound financial basis and by 
periodic upward revision of rates 
there has been sufficient income 
to pay for ordinary maintenance 
of this cemetery, Even so much 
work in the line of special main- 
tenance, such as levelling new 
areas, tree removal, fencing and 
painting has been done by volun- 
teer labour, This cemetery is 
also held in trust by Bethesda 
United Church, This means that 
an ordinary rural congregation 
has been and is responsible for 
the maintenance of two ceme.- 
teries and in the case of the old 
cemetery this responsibility has 
been assumed with no financial 
income and with only the resour. 
ces of the local people, 


The writer of the letter im- 
plies that nothing has been done 
in the old cemetery, This is not 
the case, If it was so the tomb- 
stones would not even be visible 
from the road, The brush has 
been cut several times and chem- 
ical brush killer used but much 
of the brush is lilac and very 
hard to control, 

In 1965 the board of trustees 
approved a suggestion that the 
cemetery be planted to red pine 
trees in the hope that the trees 
would in time smother out the 
weeds and brush, Unfortunately 
that was a very dry year and the 
attempt was a failure. In 1970 a 
work bee was organized and the 
brush was cut and burned, In the 
spring of 1971 red pine trees 
were set out at 6 ft, intervals 
and in the spring of 1972 more 
brush was cut and more trees 
planted, so that at the present 
time, over most of the area 
young trees are well established 
and some of these can now be 
seen from the road, 

In addition an application was 
made to the Ministry of Trans- 
portation and Communication for 
permission toerectan identifying 
sign and this will be in place in 
the near future, 

The board of trustees hope 
this information will give the 
public some idea of what dif- 
ficulties they have been working 
under and what has been attemp- 
ted and accomplished despite 
these difficulties and the limited 
resources at their disposal,

deputy reeve following the Dec- 
ember elections, pending the out- 
come of action being taken by 
County Council, 

Under existing legislation, any 
village which has more than 1,000 
voters, must send a deputy reeve 
to county council sessions, With 
the enlarged population, Stirling 
as well as several other muni- 
cipalities in Hastings County, will 
be eligible for this office this 
year, It is estimated there could 
be as many as 11 new members 
of county council through this 
system and there is no place to 
put them, at the moment, when 
they arrive in Belleville for the 
sessions, 

There is action being taken to 
try and have the ceiling lifted 
from 1,000 to 2,500 voters, which 
would eliminate this headache 
for a time at least, The only 
matter now to be decided is -- 
can this change be broughtabout 
through provincial cabinet or- 
der-in-council, or must it wait 
until the legislature meets, which 
won't likely be until early 1973, 

It is understood that Clarke 
Rollins, MPP, is among those 
working on the problem and coun- 
ty council has also forwarded a 
resolution to Queen’s Park re- 

questing action, 


Official Plan Is 
Nearly Ready?

Official Plan for Stirling, which

Reeve Robert Anderson told 
council he had been talking with 
an official in Toronto this week 
and had been assured that the plan 
was almost ready to go to the 
minister for final approval, 

The purpose of the Official 
Plan Is to designate where resi. 
dential, commercial and indust. 
rial growth will be permitted and 
in what stages. At present this 
is limited to what is termed 
efillin’’ building, until more 
sewage facilities are available, 

Once the plan is approved, 
council can pass the related 
zoning bylaw, which is the actual 
governing portion of the legis- 
lation, This also provides for 
ways to change zoning require- 
ments and how these can be ap- 
proved,

Biggs says Ottawa 
interfering again 


Everett Biggs, Ontario’s dep- 
uty minister of the environment 
has accused federal officials of 
over-stepping their jurisdiction 
in the field of pesticides control, 

In a panel discussion at the 
Canadian Agricultural Chemicals 
Association conference in Van- 
couver, Mr, Biggs charged that 
the provisions of the federal Pest 
Control Products Act (R, S.C, 
1970, Chapter P-10) for the con- 
trol of the manufacture, storage, 
display, distribution or use of 
pesticides are an invasion of 
Ontario’s exclusive legislative 
jurisdiction, 

“In the opinion of the Min- 
istry’s general counsel, these 
provisions of the federal Act 
are beyond the authority of the 
Parliament of Canada and an 
intrusion into matters within ex. 
clusive provincial jurisdiction,’’ 
Mr. Biggs pointed out. ‘This 
federal legislation doesn’t just 


cover unsafe conditions; its pur- 
ported authority to make regula- 
tions is virtually unlimited,’’ he 
said, 

“If, contrary to this opinion, 
these provisions are valid and 
regulations are made under them 
the federal regulations could cov- 
er all aspects of the manufacture, 
storage, display, distribution, or 
use of pesticides,” Mr, Biggs 
said, ‘fand therefore could 
‘occupy the field’ and displace 
Ontario’s own legislation and 
regulations.’’ 

“We are concerned,’ Mr, 
Biggs added, “that the federal 
Act covers too much territory 
and could jeopardize our own jur- 
isdiction, This opinion is con- 
curred in by counsel in the Ont- 
ario Ministry of the Attorney. 
General|?* 

The federal legislation has 
been enacted but has not yet 
been proclaimed in force,

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Is Nothing Sacred? 


Provincial legislators, intheir wisdom, have made numerous 
changes in many things in recent months, since Premier William 
Davis assumed the leadership from John P, Robarts, How good 
or bad some of these will be must be left in abeyance for some 
time to judge. One that seems nothing short of ridiculous is the 
change in nomination system, whereby a candidate for office 
only has to get ten supporters to get on the ballot, and if not 
opposed, - elected, 

This may have some merit over the previous ratepayers’ 
meeting system, but at least under it, the citizens, if they had 
the interest, could question their retiring representatives on 
their performance, a chance that is now gone, unless there is 
sufficient interest aroused to hold an all-candidates’ night, which 
in smaller communities seems unlikely, 

The final straw in this wholesale change is the five days 
allowed for nominees to file their papers, Not the time allotted .. 
the days involved, which include this year November 11, Remem. 
brance Day and the Sunday following, It seems to be a general 
concensus of opinion that our weekends are a time of rest and 
relaxation, and there may be a general drifting away from the 
strict observances many grew up under, But is it right and proper 
for the leaders of the province to decree that local municipal 
clerks must be on duty on Sunday, as well as Saturday, where 
most governmental offices are closed tight? 

And included, not only a Saturday, but what is generally 
termed a holiday as well -- Remembrance Day to boot? That 
seems to be going a little too far, wt 

It is a sad commentary that Remembrance Day is not 
observed as a truly national day, like several other dates of 
lesser importance, but to require electioneering seems to be a 
situation that calls for comment, 4 

It is true, the present generation knows only what they read 
and hear once a year about this day set aside to honor the fallen 
war dead, The parades are generally growing smaller, as the 
numbers of veterans are diminished by death, But the spirit is 
still there, 

We have had enough trouble trying to get just observances 
of this day as well as Sundays generally; why have it compounded 
by requiring municipal offices to be open and clerks on duty, 
and office seekers bustling about trying to find enough names to 
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support their candidacy?

PREGNANCY IN MATURE 
WOMEN: WHAT ARE THE 
CHANCES? 

A woman inher 40's may some. 
times think she’s pregnant when 
she’s not, The changing pattern 
of her monthly cycle can cause 
that confusion, Yet, her chances 
of conceiving at age 40 are about 
half those of a woman 35 or 
under, according to Dr, Shepard 
Aronson of the New York Uni. 
versity Medical Centre, 

“Anatomically and physically 
speaking,”” Dr, Aronson says, 
“the mature woman produces 
either no more eggs, or essen. 
tially infertile ones,’’ After 45, 
he declares, the chances of con. 
ceiving are very low indeed, ‘The 
oldest woman I know was about 
47 when she bore a living child,” 
he states, 

According to Dr, George Ryan, 
who teaches obstetrics and gyne- 
coloby at the Harvard Medical 
School, mature women ‘‘have 
fewer unplanned pregnancies, be- 
cause they’re much more inform. 
ed now about contraception,”

pieces of the government, stating 
only the policies and giving the 
‘‘approved’? news and views in 
staid, official language, 

We in North America, and 
especially in Canada and the 


United States have had a better 
treatment, Newspapers and their 
publishers have often appeared in 
movies and been depicted as in. 
fluentual forces in the opening up 
of the country and bringing the 
information of the day to the read.

Ed. Note: Following the pub- 
lication of the front page edi- 
torial letter two weeks ago, 
copies were sent to all candi- 
dates in the Prince-Edward 
Hastings and Hastings ridings, 
The only reply so far received 
is the following from Richard 
Lunn: 


Dear Sir: 

The problem with Canada’s 
Post Office springs from the 
Tories’ (I use Tory to describe 
either a Progressive-Conserva- 
tive or a Liberal) obsession that 
everything must pay, If itdoesn’t 
make a profit, it’s no good, This 
has led to the deterioration of 
our national rail networks - par. 
ticularly in respect to passenger 
service - and to a postal system 
that must be the laughing stock of 
the Western world, (The Ameri- 
cans aren’t laughing, they’re in 
the same boat we are, having 
been governed by Tories for 200 
years.) 


An efficient postal service is 
going to cost money, There is 
absolutely no question about that, 
What Canadians have to decide 
is how they want to pay for it, 
Should those who use it most 
pay most by increased rates? 
Should a postal service be sub- 
sidized out of other revenues? 
One way or the other, a postal 
service must be paid for and to

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Dental Topics 


A dental researcher, is trying 
to isolate a powerful cement with 
which a tiny marine animal called 
Bryozoa fastens its colony per- 
manently to shells, rocks and 
the hulls of ships, He believes that 
the glue-like substance may one 
day help dentist to set crowns, 
bridges and inlays in place 
quickly and firmly, 

If the cement can be identi- 
fied and reproduced chemically 
TE undoubtedly would” make a 
quick-setting material that would 
work as well in the human mouth 
as it does in the sea, Currently 
used dental cements require dry 
surfaces, 

The microscopic sea cres- 
tures adhesive, which makes 
& permanent bond, is a sugar- 

eased substance known to scien- 
tists as a mucopolysaccharide. 
Previously, it was thought that 
such a substance had only tem- 
porary sticking power and that 
just protein-based cements made 
permanent bonds, Other re- 
searchers have been working for 
years to duplicate the protein. 


based cement with which barna.- 
cles fasten themselves toships 
and rocks in the hope of using this 
substance as a dental adhesive, 


But identifying Bryozoa's ad- 
hesive may be years away from 
success, The creatures are dif. 
ficult to study because of their 
minute size and because they are 
attached so tightly to various 
things under water that they defy 
attemps to remove them intact by 
mechanical means, 


Bryozoan larvae are therefore 
allowed to settle and establish 
young colonies on sheets of glass 
immersed in the sea, Aftera 
month they form a colony about 
the size of a fifty cent piece, 


The colony is then preserved 
cnemically and sliced intosec- 
tions thin enough to be seen under 
a miscroscope, Getting the 
adhesive is difficult, Its thickness 
is measured in thousandths of a 
millimetre,

In advertising, more than any- 
where else, deadlines are vitalto 
the success ofthe operation, This 
is not to suggest that theyare not 
stretched on occasion, perhaps 
too often, but at least they are 
observed in the main, Tne pur- 
pose of the deadline is to insure 
that there will be adequate time 
to produce the ads ready for the 
paper, It is really senseless to 
take a lot of ads after the dead.

ad is desé¢ribed, Advertising 1s 
done in terms of so many inche 

and so many colums, whieh when 
multiplied together give rnumber 
of column inches, which is used 
to determine the charge in due 
course. Most papers talk about 
the number of columas first, and 
the number of inches in depth 


second: thus a two by three means 
an ad across two columns and 
three inches deep, making a total 
of six column inches of space. 
Another example would be the 
term “five full’, This means 
five columns wide and the full 
depth of the page, depending on 
the size of the paper, 

The ad {s now passed on to the 
desk where it is logged for size 
and goes to the composing room 
to be processed, Here the various 
lines of type will be examined to 
determine size, and after being 
set on one of the machines, the 
material will be put together, to 
produce the form you read in the 
paper, Some customers like to 
see a ‘proof?’ of their ad before 
it is printed, so this has to be 
taken to them first for approval, 
This means inking the type andin 
reality “‘printing’’ that one ad, on 
what is known as x proof press, 
kept for just that purpose. 

The sume thing happens with 
national and classified ads, 
except that with the national, 
there is less work, as the mater- 
ial usually comes mostly, if not 
completely prepared, except for 
some processing which can only 
be done in the composing room 
or press room, Also with classi- 
fieds, they are mainly set on the 
same typesetting machines which 
also set the material for this 
story, so thelr processing is also 
much simpler. 

At this point we come to one of 
the most important single indiv- 
iduals or group of them, in the 
newspaper plant the proof 
reader, This is job that requires 
much patience, diligence and ac- 
curacy, if it is to be done well, 
The proof reader is supposed to 
compare the original copy, sup- 
plied by the ad salesman, with 
the finished product from the 
composing room to see if there 
are any spelling or figure errors, 
being especially careful of ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers, 
We well realize that even with 
the best efforts of all concerned, 
mistakes will still oceur. While 
the aim ofevery proofreader may 
be perfection, even he realizes 
the odd mistake will still sneak 
past. 

While on the subject of ads, we 
should mention a little about the 
size factor, While the customer’s 
financial position and his wishes 
must of course, be acknowledged, 
there is too often a tendency on 
the part of the customer to try 
and cram too much message into 
his ad, It would be better to take 
a little more space and let the 
reader see something more at- 
tractive, or take some of the 
items out of the ad, with a simi-

readers should understand is the 
difference between ‘etter 
press’’ -- the' way papers were 


printed until the last few years 
and ‘‘offset,’’ which is the 
rapidly developing process that 
is in many ways superior, There 
are still virtues for both methods, 
but offset is rapidly gaining the 
upper hand, especially in the 
weekly field, where companies 
are being formed, and several 
papers are printed at the same 
publishing spot, saving the in- 
vestment of thousands ofdollars, 
thus reducing costs to the pub- 
lishers, 


Typesetting started originally 
by hand, and later graduated in 
at least some measure to the 
‘inotype’’ machine, which did 
just what its name said, set a 
line of type in molten lead, which 
hardened into a piece of readily 
handled metal, In letterpress op- 
erations, all type is of this style, 
and even the plates used on the 
press are circular, leaden cyl- 
inders about half an inch think, 
The best example of a latter 
press operation in this area is 
the Belleville Intelligencer. 


Offset publishing is based on 
photography, rather than lead, 
The material is processed like 
you would with a typewriter, and 
the larger letters are produced 
on a machine which uses a dif- 
ferent selection for each size of 
type, The material, when ready 
for installing on the press, in- 
stead of being a half-inch lead- 
plate, is a 1/16th inch thick 
aluminium plate, Along the way, 
the material had its picture taken, 
the resulting negative was chem- 
ically fused to the aluminium 
plate and the result is an image 
on the plate, which can be chem- 
ieally treated to print on the blank 
newsprint, The Trentonian is a 
prime advocate of this process, 


The m-in difference between 
the systems, once a paper is 
established, is that offset can 
use pictures to better advantage 
and better reproduction, There 
are technical limitations with 
each process but these are not 
of interest to the reader, 


Once a paper is established in 
one form, itis expensivé toswitch 
unless, as already mentioned, a 
co-operative press company can 
be formed, This method has pro- 
ven very successful in many Ont- 
ario centres, 

Looking quickly back over the 
ad trail, we see that it provides 
the basis of the finances for the 
operation, Next we move to the 
news department, where the so- 
called interesting material that 
attracts the readers’ attention is 
handled,

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Voting Day 


Next Monday is the day of decision for Canadian voters. 
Within their hands lies the choice of government for the next four 
years in Canada, and in so doing, generally selecting the policy 
that this country will follow during that period. The basic de- 
cision facing the electorate 1g whether to renew the mandate 
of the present Liberal government, under the leadershipof Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau, or to give Progressive Conservative 
Leader Robert Stanfield or New Democratic chieftain David 
Lewis their opportunity to form a government. 

By past standards this election has been quiet comparatively. 
The general theme, except ina few instances, has been numerous 
Small rallies, with the emphasis on speaking tosmall groups and 
participation in open line radio programs, This may be the 
style of this election, but it seems to lack the opportunity to try 
and outline new programs which would be implemented by the 
successful party, 


In our own area, candidates in both Prince Edward - Hastings 
and Hastings ridings have appeared on special radio talk shows, 
and other than personal problems, there seemed to be a lack of 
questioning about substantial issues, Itis true that unemployment 
drugs, and toa certain degree foreignownership were mentioned, 
but there did not seem to be anyclear cut program advocated on 
behalf of any party. 

This will make it difficult for the firsttime voter to try and 
really decide which party he or she favors, leaving aside those 
who will follow family or riding traditions which are certainly 
a factor in many cases, The principal issue of the PC’s is “‘we 
can do better,’? but not saying how, really, while the NDP has 
been hammering mainly at the corporate tax situation, which 
Lewis admits is not the fault of the companies, but rather the 
structure under which allowances are granted, giving huge tax 
benefits in various ways, The Prime Minister has been saying 
that his government has done a good job, which is his only course, 
but has not really offered the Canadian people any new ideas 
which would try to overcome the problems we have, 


The sad part, it seems, is that we may be faced with a 
minority government, not necessarily in the number of seats 
gained by any one party, but in the fact that a small percentage 
of the general electorate may end up votingin the new leadership, 
Canada has never been noted as an enthusiastic voting country, 
and unless there is more interest in the election than has been 
evidenced in this part of the nation, it seems many may take 
October 30 with another big yawn, and say ineffect, ‘Who 
cares?’ 

The danger in this attitude is that with a small vote turnout, 
regardless of the riding, the candidate elected would not have a 
mandate from the majority of the voters, eventhough he won the 
contest from the votes actually cast, And withthe three-way race 
in most ridings, the winner ‘is iquitdlpossibly: motito have a 
plurality over his two opponents, Seems complicated, but true. 


The biggest favor Canadians can do themselves within the 
next few days that remain, is to make a positive resolution 
themselves to go and vote for the partyand or candidate of their 
choice, and also try and arouse interest oftheir friends to make 
sure as many of them vote as possible, 

The democratic, secret ballot is one of the few things each 
individual has left, that is not governed by legislation in some 
way, so let’s all make sure we use it every chance we get.

and were in Siberia. They traveled 
along the Tagil and Tura Rivers 
and the next year, in 1581, were on 
the Tobal. There they prepared to 
lay siege to the residence of the 
Tartar Chief Khan Kuchum, near 
what is now Tobolsk, 


When the Czar learned of Yer- 
muak’s plans to attack the Tartars 
he was badly frightened. He feared 
'o stir up the fierce Tartars and 
despatched an emissary with fran 
lic orders for the expedition to 
turn back. But it was too late. Yer- 
mak and his band had already en 
gaged the Tartars who possessed 
an army thirty times as large, and 
with customary fierceness and fear:
